DENEEN DELAYS ONE HANGING 


There are thirty-four man killers confined 
in the county jail. Three have been finally 
convicted of the crimes with which they are 
charged. The others are either awaiting | 
trial or fencing with the appeal courts. 
Added to this total are other slayers who 
have been released on bond and are now 
walking the streets of Chicago. 

Vor each of these men or women in the 
county jail some other man or woman went 
to death. Some went by the revolver, some 
dy the knife, some by poison; but there is no 
question among those who are acquainted 
with the cases that the majority went by the 
revolver. Most of the 224 murders in the 
last 602 days have been done with this 
weapon. 

Yes@erday saw one murder, that of a wom- 
an, maintain Chicago's average. 

it was not any particular variety of re- 
volver, either. It was the same kind of 
revolver which lies in the front of the show 
windows of a thousand pawnshops about 
Chicago. It was the same kind of revolver 
which a li-year-old boy sent out by THE 
TRIBUNE two weeke ago had no more dir 
ficulty in purchasing than he would have had 
in buying so much chewing gum. It waa 
the same kind of revolvep which, Chief Me- 
Weeny admitted yesterdday to a TRIBUNE 
reporter, a great number of men are carry- 
ing today in the streets of Chicago. 


Chief Bays Law Fails. 

With the admission, Chief McWeeny added 
that it was impossible, once the revolvers 
were in the possession of buyers, for his men 
to disarm them. The time, he said, to get the 
“ gun-toter is before he buys the gun. 

Police officers,” he said, cannot search 
men indiscriminately for weapons. The law 
does not allow it. Either the law must be 
changed, or some other law must be devised 
to keep weapons out of the hands of irre- 
sponsible and dangerous men. 

The ease with which a revolver can be 
discharged appeals too much to the weak- 
minded individual. Few men have the actual 
physical courage to use a knife; the thought 
of blood, of physical battle; of possible dis- 
armament and death, deters them. The cow- 
ard is not, as is popularly supposed, the 
knife user. Your real coward uses a gun. 
He uses a gun because he ban use it from 
a distance, because it minimizes his personal 
danger, because it is a safer and surer 
weapon. 

Most of the murders the police deal with 
now are committed by cowards. It is so 
much easier for the coward to commit mur- 
der now than it used to be. It is the brand of 
killing that has increased with the manu- 
facture and use of revolvers—especially auto- 
matic ten-shot pistols. 


Italian Discards Knife. 

Take the Black Hand murders; nearly all 
of them were done with sawed off shotguns 
or revolvers. In Italy they used to use knives, 
but they don’t use them any more. The labor 
murders were committed with automatic pis- 
tols.“

STEPHEN AYERS, sentenced recently to 
fifteen years’ imprisonment for the murder 
of George 8. Holben, superintendent of the 
Cora M. Strayer Detective agency. 

THOMAS JENNINGS, alias William Jones, 
under death sentence for the slaying of 
Clarence D. Hiller, of which crime he was 
convicted on finger print evidence. 

SADIE BLAHA, sentenced to twenty 
years’ imprisonment at Joliet, who has ap- 
pealed to the Supreme court, the case being 
now pending. 1 

Jennings was to have been hanged yester- 
day, but an eleventh hour reprieve from Gov. 
Deneen has enabled his attorney to carry 
the case to the Supreme court

When I 
have finished the public may then judge for 
themselves whether this man Gates or I told 
the truth. 


Knows Nothing of Any Trust. 

“They say I sold out to the steel trust. I 
knew nothing of any steel trust. I sold to 
Mr. Morgan simply because I wanted to get 
out of business. He made me an offer which 
I accepted. I never Owned a share of steel 
trust stock. I never have been im their of- 
fice in my life. When I quit I quit for good. 
There were no conferences with Gates con- 
cerning it. 

“Relative to the charge I was intending 
to build a tailroad connecting my plant with 
Lake Erie, I wish you to recall that long 
before the formation of the steel trust I 
built and operated the Bessemer railroad, 
which ran through that territory.

Little Armor Manufactured. 

T decided there Was much more money 
to be made in making pig iron, for the per- 
centage of armor manufactured is trifling,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Of course there is much more 
made now, but even im these mad days the 
manufacture of armor is a negligible quan- 
tity. Last year we made 22,000,000 tons of 
steel products and of that amount I am 

tive the armor we manufactured was less 
th one-tenth of 1 per cent of the whole 
amount.“

“I prefer not to mention his name. A 
senator of the United States—that is one 
of the noblest titles we have. A man thus 
representing one of the states should not 
only be innocent, but above suspicion—as 
most senators have been.”’

Campaign for Summer. of 1911 
Opened at Citizens’ Health 
Alliance Meeting 


FLY SWATS BIG 


Chicago's campaign to prevent the slaugh- 


ter of the babies, which occurs every sum 


mer through ignorance .of mothers and 
guardians, was opened last night at a meeting 
of the Citizens Health alliance of Chicago. 

The important part that “swatting the 
flies plays in saving the lives of infants was 
vividly illustrated by Dr. Caroline Hedger, 
field director of the bureau of child welfare. 
In this connection she used one of John 7. 
McCutcheon’s cartoons, showing the course 
taken by a fly from the garbage heap to a 
child's room, and spoke of the effectiveness 
of the work done by the newspapers in 
furthering the campaign. 

Dr. Hedger showed a map of Chicago with 
dots spread over its various districts. 


Dots Show Children’s Deaths. 

“Took at those dots,“ she said, they 
represent the 1,875 children who died in three 
and one-half months last; year, and who 
might have been saved had their parents been 
given proper instruction In time. 

“I want you to notice particularly the hun- 
dreds of dots around the stockyards and inthe 
Sixteenth and Seventeentd wards. Those 
are the districts where poorer people live, and 
more deaths among children occur there than 
in ali the rest of the city. Look at the Ninth 
ward, down by the river. That section is a 
disgrace to any city. The streets are left 
in a filthy condition. There are no boule- 
vards there. There are plenty of breeding 
spots for disease and for flies that help to 
spread disease. 

“Those are the children of your workers. 
What are you going to do for workers in the 
next generation if you don't take care of the 
children now? Are you going to import more 
foreigners to do your work? Is that what 
you want? What are you going to do about 
the children who were murdered last year” 
That’s what it is. They were murdered be- 
cause their mothers were not properly in- 
structed in the methods of rearing heir chil- 
dren.”’, 


Known as “Black Summer.”’ 
The speaker said that twenty-three nurses 
from the bureau had cared for nearly 4,000 
babies last year. She said that last sum- 
mer was known as black summer, and 
that in imany of the middle western states 
the death rate was appalling 


The effectiveness of the organized efforts 


ot the settlement workers here, she said, was 


shown by the fact that the death rate of in- 
fonts in the settlements only increased 2% 
per cent last summer, whereas in the better 
residence districts the increase had been 
about 40 per cent. 

Dr. I. A. Abt of Northwestern university 
declared that science has demonstrated that 
the care and attention given a child in its 
first year determines its health for the rest 
of its life. There is less mortality among 
infants who are nourished by the mother, 
he said, than among those who are given 
artificial food. 

He spoke of the Infant Welfare association 
of the city of Magdeburg. Germany, which 
was first organized as a municipal milk plant 
It is now maintained by a special tax. The 
association awards premiums to mothers who 
nurse their children, distributes pure milk to 
homes for infants and organizes professional 
guardiansh ips. 


Prizes to Nursery Mothers. 

The premiums to women who nurse their 
babies, he said, are money prizes and induce 
mothers to remain at home instead of work- 
ing in the fields. In America. he said, such 
prizes would keep them out of the factories 

»In Chicaga,” Dr. Abt said, the total 
deaths in 1900 were 31.500; of this number 
9.468 were children under 5 years of age 
and 6,367 children under 1 year.

Cooks in Best Hotels don 33 
Find Calling E- thetie. 


The reason chéfs and cooks at big Chicago 
hotels and restaurants are willing to work 
fourteen hours a day in a temperature of not 
less than 110 degrees Fahrenheit, never to get 
a day off, and “stand for a balling out when 
the filet is a trifle overdone, is because “‘ cook- 
ing is an art.“ : 

If cooking was a trade’ chefs and cooks 
would work only eight hours a day, have one 
day off per week, and pay a salary to a walk- 
ing delegate. 

This was learned yesterday in an investiga- 
tion ot various kitchens in the loop district. 
The investigation was made following the 
receipt of a letter by THe TRIBUNE in which 
the writer, who signed the name “ Chéf,” 
complained of treatment of cooks and assist- 
ant chéfs at large restaurants and hotels. 
Many kitchens are in poorly ventilated and 
il} lighted basements, the writer said, where 
the heat is so great as to be almost unvear- 
able. 


Finds Only Three Give Cooks Day Off. 

Eleven kitchens—from the Blackstone to 
the former Pittsburg Joe’s—were_ visited 
during the day by areporter. It was learned 
that only three of them—the Boston Oyster 
house, the Congress, and the Welilington— 
give cooks a full day off each week. In most 
of the hotels they do not receive a holiday 
during the entire year. 

Temperature in various kitchens was found 
to be from 100 to 120 degrees. The majority 
were well lighted and ventilated, however. 

The first place visited was the Hotel Sher- 
man, where M. Huillery, first assistant chef, 
conducted the Peper on a tour through the 
kitchen. 

Ah, heat is nothing when one is in love 
with one’s art.“ he said in broken Eng- 
lish. “ You see, cooking is not like the boiler 
factory—it requires the true artist to make 
the good chef. The heat is simply the small 
part of it—like the easel is to the painting.“ 

It ig most certainly an art,“ said an as- 
sistant chef at the Great Northern hotel. 
Fancy cooking requires the touch of a 
master hand and brings forth all of one’s 
artistic ability and esthetic sense.”’ 


“A Hobo Can't Cook.” 

“Ja, sure cooking is an art,“ said Otto 
Anderson, assistant chef at the Stratford 
hotel. A hobo can’t cook. Did you think 
that cooking was like making railway en- 
gines? ” 

** Cooking is more of an art than a trade,” 
said a cook at the Congress hotel. There 
are four assistant chefs ho handle the 
actual work here. ; 

The chef saucier attends to the prepara- 
tion of the sauces and entrees. The chef en- 
tremetier looks after the meals to be fried. 
The roasts are prepared by the chef rotis- 
sceur, and the chef garde-manger attends 
to the cold meats. All are artists. Every 
artist should be given a chance to see his 
family at least one full day a week.“ 

Cooking is an art, but not every cook is 
an artist, said Gustav Becker, head chef 
at the Blackstone. ‘*‘ Music is an art that 
pleases the ear and painting one that pleases 
the eye. Cooking is the most difficult of all, 
because it caters to the stomach.”

tinued under Secretary Root, but reports 
were brgught to my knowledge while chief 
clerk that the practice had existed pre- 
viously. 

“In view of the entire lack of reliable 
proof of misappropriation of funds, the in- 
evitable, unpleasant criticism of the admin- 
istration of an honored man, which would 
result in public action, the incident was 
passed over and no official action was taken.”

EXPERTS SEEN IN ERROR. 


Question as to Whether Election 
ee Was Proper Remains to 
5 Be Answered. 


Conflicting legal opinions upon the validity 
of the $4,655,000 bond issue approved by the 
voters last April have resurrected hopes that 
the city’s plans for a record campeign of 
bridge building may be carried to fulfillment. 

Several attorneys opposed the declaration 
of experts who advised prospective pur 
chasers of a part of the issue that the bonds 
were worthless. They asserted that these 
advisers were mistaken in their declaration 
that a call should have been issued for ® 
especial election for the bond referendum. 

The trend of these arguments may have had 
something to do with the failure of the afore- 
said prospective purchasers to reclaim the 
certified checks they deposited with their 
bids, thereby withholding their formal refusal 
to accept the bonds. 

The points of the new arguments were two. 
One was that the bond ordinance did not and 
could not have the effeet at calling a special 

“election. The other was that the Tlinois 
statutes require only that a proposed bond 
igsue de approved by the voters at the next 
regular or at a special election, without 
provision for any special notice to the voters. 


May Ask for New Bids, 

W hen arguments on these two contentions 
reached their height many questions were 
raised upon the degree of unwillingness of 
local banks to accept the bonds and upon the 
possible effect of the present stir upon the 
price of the bonds should the present bids 
be withdrawn and other bids sought. It was 
said that while the syndicate involved in the 
present problem might have offered too high 
a price for the paper, a second advertising

All of the rules issued under the last ad- 
ministration will be enforced, and we shall 
g° a step farther.’’ 

This was his mandate to Chief McWeeny 
and the police officials in charge of divisions 
containing vicious resorts. The officials 
were called to the mayor's office because of 
reports to Mr. Harrison that the series of 
rules laid down by Le Roy T. Steward when 
he was chief of police were no longer ob- 
served, The men he addressed, besides the 
chief ,were Inspectors Hunt of the downtown 
district, Dorman of Desplaines street, and 
Revere of the East Chicago avenue station, 
and Capt. Harding of the Twenty-second 
street station. : 

Under his instructions the regulations to 
be enforced include all of Col. Steward's 
famous set of twelve rules and the prohibition 
of the sale of liquor, which went into effect 
a little more than a year ago. 


The Rules and Regulations. 

Chief Steward’s compilation of the instruc- 
tions he attempted to enforce rigidly during 
his term of office was as follows: 

1. Permit no soliciting, either on the streets, in 
doorways, from windows, or in saloons. 

2. Permit no signs, lights, colors, or other devices 
to be anywhere displayed indicative of the char- 
acter of the premises occupied as houses of ill 
repute, 

8. No so-called exhibitions or shows will be per- 
mitted in any disorderly house. 

4. No person between the ages of 8 and 18 years 
will be permitted in the districts or to enter the 
premises under any cir tance messenger 
boys and delivery boys included. \ 

5. All males who subsist on the Incomes from 
women residents of the so-called red light dis- 
tricts shall be arrested as vagrants.

IN LICENSE FIGHT 


Judge Burke Puts Curb on- 


Practice of Seeking. Writs 
of Mandamus. 


DEFINES MAYOR’S RIGHTS. 


Says Only Cases Where Order 
Should Issue Are Those of 
Faulty Rulings. 


It is clear¢hat the duty of the mayor ‘is 
Giscretionary, and he can revoke licenses 
to sell Mquor in the exercise of his best 
jucgment, based upon such information, 
as he may obtain through the proper 
channels or officers of the municipality, 
and his action in this regard is not sub-— 
ject to review 
The writ will issue upon proof that he 
did not exercise his discretion, but acted 
erbitrarily. Jupcz Riowarp E. BURKS. 


Judge Richard E. Burke in the Superior 
court yesterday gave a decision that win 
bave a most important bearing in future 
mandamus suits against the city of Chicago. 

‘The court denied the right of David Klotter 
to regain the liquor license under which he 
conducted @ saloon on Thirty-fifth street, 
near Grand boulevard. This license was re- 
yoked last March by Mayor Busse following 
“an orgy in the National theater, a moving 
picture house adjoining the saloon. 

Klotter's place was kept open until the 
mall hours of the morning for the accom- 
modation of the participants in the theater 
orgy, and as a result the licenses of both 
places were taken up. ; 


Court Sets New Precedent, 

Othet saloonkeepers who have lost their 
Vicenses, as well as policemen who have been 
ousted from the department after trial board 
hearings, will be affected by Judge Burke's 
decision, as he sets a precedent for denying 
the writs except in extreme cases. After he 
had read his ruling the court ordered that it 
be incorporated in the record and hereafter 
it will be reckoned with in cases of appeal, 
whether to the Appellate or Supreme court. 

Lawyers who studied the decision an- 
nounced the opinion that it laid open the way 
for an appeal by any persomédesiring to have 
set aside the mandamus writ by which Frank 
W. Solon was reinstated as assistant super- 
intendent of etreets after having been dis- 
missed by the civil service board. An appeal 
to have a higher court set aside the Solon 
writ, several lawyers agreed, could be guc- 
cessfully sustained if the higher courts up- 
held that part of Judge Burke's decision 
which holds that the writ of mandamus shal) 
issue only where the power of an executive 
to exercise the power of dismissal of am em- 
ployé has been abused. 

“The writ of mandamus will not issue in 
Goubtful cases, Judge Burke said. ‘The 
relator must show a clear right to it.” 


Other Points in Decision.

Four Indicted Men Surrender. 

Four men who have been missing since 
their indictment .on charges of attempted 
murder for attacks on men employed in the 
Heisen building and Hygienic ice plant were 
surrendered during the day by Attorney 
James T. Brady. 

The men were Walter Stevens, William 
(Red) Connors, George McCabe, and Joseph 
Kane, business agent of the steamfitters’ 
unlon with which Enright was affiliated. 

Immediately Attorney Brady went before 
Municipal Judge Kavanagh and argued for 
a reduction of bail for Arthur Connors and 
Edward Stoogard, two other men indicted. 

Brady told the court he had given the 
police names of sluggers who had threatened 
the lives of Simon O'Donnell and John R. Al- 
pine, heads of the plumbers’ union. 


McWeeny and Brady Contradict Hunt. 

Brady said these men are the real sluggers, 
but that the police do not bring themin. In- 
spector Hunt afterwards denied that he had 
ever received such a list from Brady, al- 
though Chief McWeeny said he had re- 
ceived the list and had turned it over to the 
inspector.

Dr. Nance Asserts Two Examples of 
Disease Transmission Found.

The wonder is that an intelligent 
public has stood for the public roller towel 
as long as it has. Common decency if noth- 
ing else would seem to demand its abilition. 

_ Evidence of Transmission. 

“That many diseases, especially those of 
the eye and skin, are communicated by it is 
known to every one who has given the matter 
any attention. Sihce this agitation in Chi- 
cago began less than two weeks ago two cases 
of serious eye diseases, unquestionably the 
result of contact with the ‘ germ roller,’ Rave 
come to my observation. 

“One of the cases is that of a Chicago 
attorney whoge eyes still are badly inflamed. 
Health Commissioner Young has indorsed 
the ordinace and many of the aldermen have 
expressed hearty approval of its proyisions,” 

Violate Eight Mile Limit Order. 

The committee also considered complaints 
that the federal law prohibiting the dumping 
of dredgings and other refuse within eight 
miles of the lake shore is being violated daily, 
and a subcommittee composed of Ald. Capi- 
tain, Carr, and Ahern, was appointed to de- 
vise means of bringing about the enforce- 
ment of the law.

The Wedding Cake. 


HERE is not much new in wedding cere- 

monies. There is as little that is new in 

wedding cakes, either the bride’s cake 

or the groom’s. The cake is, however, 

almost as much a part of the wedding 
as “I do thee take,” and as a symbol almost 
as unchangeable. 

It has always been the fashion to preserve 
a piece of the groom’s cake—the dark or fruit 
cake—and nowadays a square of it is often 
sealed in an airtight tin box to be kept till 
the golden wedding day, or to be opened at 
some grandchild’s wedding. To have this seal- 
ing invested with the proper sentiment the 
bride must look upon the cake before it is 
sealed. 

The real wedding piece is the bride’s cake, 
of one tier or eight, according to the pecuniary 
status of the participants and the grandeur 
of the affair. 

A cake from a first class confectioner’s, highly 
festooned and decorated, and of two tiers, the 
lower about two and a half feet across, and 
the upper heart-shaped with its points inside 
the circumference of the lower cake, costs 
about $50, delivered. The delivery part is an 
essential factor in the expense, especially when 
the cake is a very grand one. 

The bride’s cake is a white cake, but the 
formula of different makers may vary consid- 
erably. The old-fashioned lady cake recipe 
is one much used, as also that for mountain 
cake. Reduced to its lowest terms, a very 
long old recipe for the former cake is as 
follows: Three small ounces of bitter almonds 
blanched and pounded the dav before using; 
three-quarters of a pound of the best fresh 
butter cut into a pound of powdered loaf 
sugar—stirred and beaten until very light and 
creamy—to which add the almonds and, grad- 
ually and in turn with a pint and a half of 
the best sifted flour, the whites of seventeen 
or eighteen fresh eggs which have been beaten 
to a stiff froth that will stand alone. Stir the 
whole very hard, bake for two hours or more 
in a moderately steady heat, in a straight- 
sided pan greased with excellent fresh butter. 
Cool on an inverted sieve. Ice entirely in 
white. The last word of this old recipe is: 
“It is now much in use at weddings, and if 
well made and quite fresh, there ie no cake 
better liked.” 

Very especial directions are given about the 
bitter almonds. They are to be blanched in 
scalding water and then dropped into. very 
cold water. Afterwards they are to be wiped 
dry and pounded, one at a time, to a smooth 
paste in a clean marble mortar, adding a wine 
glass of rosewater to improve_their flavor and 
prevent their olling and becoming heavy and 
dark. Set away in a cool’ place in a saucer. 
Almonds are always lighter and better when 
pounded and blanched the day before. Ot 
course One can buy almond paste, but when 
a cake is made at home, or in the home of a 
relative, there is some sentiment about doing 
all the work. It is a very pretty compliment 
to supply a bride with her cake. 

It is certainly economy to have the wedding 
cake made at home if there is a good cake 
cook there, and one who has learned some- 
thing about ornamental icing. This is easy to 
learn by any one who has a genius for taking 
pains, and is more of a triumph than the 
manufacture of almost any candy, which it so 


much resembles. The little cornets of metal for 


the purpose are inexpensive, or the tubes of 
paper, a substitute for thém, are easily made. 
They are nothing more than little paper cornu- 
copias with the top flap turned over. These 
are filled with an icing which is pressed out 
through a little round hole at the point, fol- 
lowing some pattern as one would with a pen-

In contrast to Sassaroli’s repulsive 
figure, Weber's really refincd, delicate, and intel- 
lectual appearance excited my ecstatic admira- 
tion. His narrow face and finely cut features, 
his vivacious theugh often half closed eyes, cap- 
tivated and thrilled me; while even the bad limp 
with which he walked, and which I often noticed 
from our windows when thé master was making 
his way home past our house from the fatiguing 
rehearsals, stamped the great musician in my 
imagination as an exceptional and almost super- 
human being. When, as a boy of 9 my mother 
introduced me to him, and he asked me what 
3 going to be, whether I wanted perhaps 


though I was indeed quite mad on Freischfitz, 


yet she had as yet seen nothing in me which 
indicated any musical talent. 


Strange yo say, Richard was the only child 
in the Wagner family who had not been 
given music lessons. This, he thinks, was 
probably due to his mother’s anxiety to 
keep him away from any artistic interests of 
this kind for fear they might arouse in 
him a longing for the theater, but nothing 
could keep down the love of music that was 
in him: The mere tuning. up of the in- 
struments put me in a state of mystic ex- 
citement, even the striking of fifths on 
the violin seemed to me like a greeting 
from the spirit world—which, I may mention 
incidentally, had a very real meaning for me. 
‘When I was still almost a baby, the sound 
of these fifths which has always excited 
me was closely associated in my mind with 
ghosts and spirits.” 

The death of Weber filled him with a strange 
anguish, a feeling nearly akin to hie childish 


dread of the ghostly fifths on the violin, He 
writes: 


It was now Beethoven's music that I longed to 
know more thoroughly; I came to Leipzig and found 
his music to Egmont on the piano at my bister 
Louisa’s. After that I fried to get hold of his 
sonatas, At last, at a concert at the Gewandthaus, 
I heard one of the master’s symphonies for the first 
time; it was the symphony in A major. The effect 
on me was indescribable. To this must be added 
the impression produced on me by Beethoven's 
features, which I saw in the lithographs that were 
circulated everywhere at that time, and by the 
fact that he was deaf, and Hved a quiet, secluded 
life. I soon conceived an image of him in my mind 
as a sublime and unique supernatural being, with 
whom none could compare. This image was asso- 
ciated in my brain with that of Shakespeare; in 
ecstatic dreams I met both of them, saw and spoke 
to them, and on awakening found myself bathed 
in tears. 


At this time Wagner became filled with a 
desire to compose ahd he began the study of 
the technique of music to that end. His 
family discouraged it, but secretly he took 
lessons in harmony and ran m debt for those 
lessons. An eccentric musician by the name 
of Flachs became interested in him and his 
ambitions when Wagner was about 16 years 
of age. They were much together. 

“I, a lanky boy of 16, and this weird, shaky 
flagpole. The doors of my deserted home 
were often opened for this strange guest, 
who made me play my compositions to him 
while he ate bread and cheese.“ He discov- 
ered later that Flachs was a half-witted fool 
and whem he fell into the toils of a young 
woman of dubious character Wagner 
dropped him. : 

_— 

It was while he was still in his teene that 
Wagner heard the performance of an Italian 
opera company in Leipsic of which Mme. 
Wilhelmine Schréder-Devrient was the prima 
donna. She was then “at the zenith of 
her artistic career, young, beautiful, and 
ardent, and whose like I have never again 
seen on the stage.“ . 

If I look back on my life as a whole, I can find no 
event that produced so profound an impression 
upon me. Any one who can remember that-wonder- 


extent have experienced the almost satanic ardor 
which the intensely human art of this incomparable 
actress poured into his veins. After the perform- 
ance I rushed to a friend’s house and wrote a short 
note te the singer, in whioh I briefly told her that 
from that moment my life had acquired its true 
significance, and that if in days to come she should 
ever hear my name praised in the world of art, 
she must remember that she had that evening made 
me what I then swore it was my destiny to become. 
This note I left at her hotel, and ran out into the 
night as if I were mad. In the year 1842, when I 
went to Dresden to make my debut With Rienzi, 
I paid several visits to the kind-hearted singer, 
who startled me on one occasion by repeating this 
letter word for word. 
impression on her too, as she had actually kept it.

Wagner tells us frankly of his backsidings, 
of the “ dissipations of raw manhood, the 
outward ugliness and inward emptiness of 
which makes me marvel to this day.“ and of 
his passion for gambling which came near 
being his undoing. The story of his last night 
at the gambling table is a thrilling and touch- 
ing tale: 

In my .amentable position, I racked my 
brains all day to devise ways and means of 
getting the money wherewith to gamble at 
night. In vain did my poor mother try every- 
thing in her power to induce me not to come 
home so late at night, although she had no 
idea of the real nature of my debauches; 
after I had left the house in the afternoon I 
never returned till dawn the next day, and I 
reached my room (which was at some dis- 
tance from the others) by climbing over the 
gate, for my mother had refused to give me a 
latch key.“ 

Wagner was married when he made his first 
visit to Paris, and when he made a trip to 
England by boat it was this latter that gave 
him the ideas for The Flying Dutchman, 
the music of which was then seething in his 
brain. 8 

I could write pages about this book and 
merely scratch the surface of its interest. 
There is not a word that an admirer of Wag- 
ners music would want to miss, and every 
one of the 900 pages which compose this 
autobiography will be read with the keenest 
enjoyment by thousands of music lovers. It 
is not often that a man who ranks so high 
in one profession ranks equally high in an- 
other, for Wagner was as great a writer as he 
was a musician. In this story of his life he 
has left nothing untold, and it is all told in 
his characteristic direct manner. He does 
not tell us much of Mmé. Cosima, perhaps 
because he felt the constraint of dictating his 
words td her, but in other books and in letters 
he takes us into his confidence, though he has 
written more plainly of his relations with

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Mr. Hewlett’s „Agon- 
ists Neither Greek 
Nor English.

ONG ago it was conceded that Maurice 
Hewlett was a brilliant student of 
medievalism, and it was easy enough 
to take it for granted that he would 
be equally brilliant when he came to 

the classics. But in reading his latest pub- 
lished volume. THE AGONISTS,” which he 
calls a trilogy of God and man,” and which 
consists of three plays, ‘‘ Minos, King of 
Crete,” Ariadne in Naxos, and The 
Death of Hippolytus, a disappointment 
Awaits the reader. Here is not Greek sim- 
plicity,. but rather the overelaboration of the 
later renaissance; here no tragic, beautiful, 
and final preséntation of great sorrow and 
love and strife, but a heaping up of words 
and phrases in a futile attempt to produce 
an intense effect. 


Mr. Hewlett has endeavored to tell, in these 
three ancient tales, a tragic story of God 
to implant himself in man, and of man to 
receive into his nature the divine substance.” 
In the first play, Minos, the son of Zeus, 
failed “ because, although he had knowledge 
from the Father, he had not power“ In 
“Ariadne in Naxos“ the god Dionysus falled 
because, though he had power over men, he 
could not win their love. And in The Death 
of Hippolytus there is love without knowl- 
edge.” Mr. Hewlett intends to show why 
polytheism failed-to satisfy the heart of man, 
and he goes on to say that only in Jesus 
Christ does he find that union of God with 
man necessary to bridge the distance that 
lies’ between the Creator and the created. 
He means, therefore, to complete his triology 
with an epilogue having the Passion of Christ 
for the subject. 


It is not at all unlikely that this epilogue 
may transcend the present plays in sincer- 
ity and directness. Perhaps Mr. Hewlett wil} 
consent to simplify his versification in the 
interests of lucidity as well as charm. In 
the present play he has essayed many forms 
of verse with the intention of lightening 
his tragedies and rendering them more lyri- 
cal; but he often has chosen a meter too 
exacting and a line too short to give re 
English full play, and in sacrificing connect- 
ing words has produced a hodge podge which 
no grammarian could countenance. It is sot 
that his ideas are lacking in color, or that 
his vocabulary has lost anything of its facjl- 
ity, but that the words seem heaped up 
like fallen rose leaves. It is seldom that he 
holds out the completed flower of a perfect 
simile or of a finished, lucid paragraph de- 
fore the understanding of the reader. 

Mr. Hewlett wrote these plays in 1895-6-7 
and has “ tinkered them at intervals since.” 
Finally.“ he says, “I have thrown them 
back into the melting pot and they have 
emerged as good as I can make them.“ 

But Mr. Hewlett, excellent artist though 
he is, has somehow got the wrong focus on 
his work. On the one hard the plays are 
not English in manner, moral, or feeling. 
On the other hand they are not Greek. The 
poet does not seem the master of his sub- 
ject. May one go further and frankly say 
that he does, indeed, not appear to be the 
complete poet? He confesses inadvertently 
that he is not when he begs the reader of his 
lines to read the verse as if it were prose. 
No great poetry can be read as if it were 
prose. It is a profanation to suggest such a 
thing. Who can read Keats, Tennyson, 
Swinburne, or Yeats as if they had writ- 
ten in prose? Perhaps it may be added that 
the intention of the Greek plays was emo- 
tional. To give them a philosophic sig- 
nificance is to defraud them of their heroic 
simplicity. (Scribner’s.)

“THE COLLECTED POEMS OF MAU- 
RICE BARING” appear from the Bodley 
Head Press, and include sixty sonnets and 
lyrics, and four dramatic poems. The range 
of subjects is large and the spirit of the work 
may be classified as distinctly lyric. A fas- 
tidious selection of words and a delicate pres- 
entation of each subject mark Mr. Bar- 
ing as a poet of taste, if not of great power. 
Here and there the effect aimed at is some- 
what exotic, but this warmer mood usually 
is the echo of some other poet's enthusiasm 
and in Mr. Baring undergoes a change and 
becomes a literary rather than a personal 
passion. It is not possible to write about 
“ Watt's Picture of Paolo and Francesca 
or some one’s presentation of Romeo and 
Juliet’ or to collate the legends of Tristram 
and his Iseults, and put them in a play and 
preserve any freshness of emotion. Beau- 
tiful the lines may be, but they are beautiful 
with the devices and the dreams of other 
men, and the modern poet’s addition to their 
meanings can be but as a mosaic in a rich 
old piece.

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his ability to keep himself to lyric themes 
vocabulary is picturesque, but never bizarre. 
No strained expressions or far fetched deco- 
rations mar his lines. Whether he swings 
into a ballad or gives himself to the scrupu- 
lous niceties of a sonnet, or sings a song, he 
has the air of being as nearly spontaneous as 
a poet of scholarly themes and particular 
workmanship may be. Here, for example, is 
a mournful song of sentiment which is await- 
ing the quickening work of the musician: 
The corn is gathered, the swallows fly, 
The leaves fall goft on their wintry bed. 
There was a dream in the summer sky, 
And song as soft as a rose’s sigh. 
Why should I linger? The dream has fled, 
The song is silent, the rose is dead. 


The ghost of the rose is in the air, 
The dead song speaks in the moaning sea, 

After the dream is the long despair, 

The endless dusk and the unheard prayer: 
O Death, come quickly and set me free, 
My friend is no longer kind to me. 

This sad bit of prettiness—or pretty bit of 
sadness—shows Mr. Baring in a casual mood. 

His poetic dramas have much poetry in 
them, but, dramaticaly speaking, they are 
indifferent. Exits and entrances are man- 
aged badly, the shifting of scenes is frequent, 
and there seems little effort toachieve a dra- 
matic effect. Beauty and dramatic quality 
are not necessarily united, und Mr. Baring 
has stopped at beauty. (John Lane com- 
pany.)

John Grier Hibben, Stuart professor of 
logic at Princeton university, has grouped 
a number of essays under the title “A 
DEFENSE OF PREJUDICE” and has 
put them forth through the medium 
of the Scribner, press. The essays are 
eleven in number and embrace the titular 
subject, The Philosophy of Opposition,” 
The Paradox of Research,” “ Responsibil- 
ty.) The Whole and the Part,“ The Gos» 
pel of Might,“ The Dialectic Imagination,“ 
The Art of Thinking,” The Vocation of 
the Scholar,” “The Superfluous in Educa- 
tion,’’ and Secondary Strains“ 

Prof. Hibben’s defense of prejudice is in- 
vigorating and will reassure those who have 
lived in the enjoyment of certainly aggres- 
sively defended instincts which they have 
attempted to disguise as principles and who 
have found life in an unprejudiced group of 
associates decidedly sapless. His vigorous 
essay on opposition conveys strong remind- 
ers of what Dr. Samuel Butler has to say 
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upon the same subject and may well-hearten 
the busy city man who lives in daily appre- 
hension that constantly renewed struggle 
may bring on nervous prostration or paresis: 

Obstacles Suggest opportunities.“ Hibben 
writes, “if they are only regarded in their 
true light; they put a man upon his mettle, 
stimulate his energies, strengthen his pow- 
ers of resistance, increase his art of re- 
source, and inspire a spirit of courage and 
determination. If there is any latent power 
resistance discovers it. The line of least re- 
sistance, on the other hand, can never be the 
iine of development and of progress; for then 
there is nothing to call forth hidden possibili- 
ties. But resistance creates necessarily a 
demand for new methods ang devices, new 
processes, new inventions, the conservation 
of forces, and the more considerate direction 
of effort.” 

The paper on The Superfluous in Educa- 
tion’ may well be recommended to parents 
who are bending their best energies to the 
laying out of a fitting education for their 
Sons and daughters. It is a whole hearted 
protest against the modern idea that what- 
ever does not contribute directly to effictency 
in life is superfluous. 

In “The Gospel of Might” Prof. Hibben 
makes an uncompromising attack upon the 
Nietzschean idea. And he remarks with 
perfect truth: The Dionysian view of life 
which Nietzsche so eloquently advocates— 
the free play of fancy and feeling, delight in 
the joy of living, following the lead of the 
impulsive will—this appeals to so many in 
our day particularly who crave an unre 
strained freedom to be and to do and to ge: 
whatever the wild impulse of nature may 
suggest. They would not express their phi- 
losophy of life quite as crudely and as naked- 
ly as this prophet of the superman. They 
would shrink, possibly, from acknowledging 
even to themselves their repudiation of the 
customary morality of the day; nevertheless 
they order their lives after the manner of 
privileged, characters who have done with 
the old fashioned idea of duty and its claims 
upon them. They are not of the herd and 
they do not propose to be handicapped by 
the petty obligations which the common 
run of mankind must assume. They believe 
somehow that success carries with it a char- 
ter of freedom, if not of license, and that a 
moral code can be made to order peculiarly 
adapted to the needs and purposes of the 
individual after the manner of all of his 
other possessions.’’

CONQUERING THE FLY. 

Charles .Francis Adams visited the 
Isthmus of Panama recently. That 
which impressed him the most was not 
the huge ditch nor the engingering feats 
accomplished. They struck him as re- 
markable solely because of their magni- 
tude and concentratedness. “ But when 
it comes to the sanitation,” 
“which made all that is now, going on 
at Panama humanly and humanely pos- 
sible, this is new, and the like of it the 
world never before had seen. Face to 
face with it, reading of it in the move- 
ments of the men, and the faces of the 
children, I frankly admit that what I 
saw smote the imagifiation.” 

Mr. Adams ‘visited the Canal Zone 
in March. He and some friends aat 
outside a Panama hotel with no pro- 
tection between them and the trees and 
shrubs near the hotel, with a powerful 
electric light over their heads, and yet 
not an insect of any kind, fly, gnat, or 
moth, was visible or audible. In March, 


.1906, he was on the White Nile at the 


same latitude as Panama, and found it 
a pesthole swarming with insect life. 
Flies were accepted there as an inesca- 
pable ‘affliction, but im the Canal Zone/ 
there were none. 

It seems to Mr. Adams and so will it 
seem to others that what has been ac- 
complished in the Canal Zone in the 
way of warfare against disease bearing 
insects could be accomplished with 


greater ease and less cost, comparative- 
Ty speaking, in northern lands.

THE WOREMEN’S COMPENSATION 
LAW. 

A correspondent says “it was wrong 
for Tun Tritsune to be for a bill [the 
workmen's compensation act] without 
knowing its provisions.” Tun Trrsuns 
knew the provisions, and was for the 
bill because it knew them. The corre- 
spondent is sore because this paper did 
not urge the enactment of a compensa- 
tion law covering all employés—munici- 
pal street laborers, men and maid serv- 
ants, farm hands, ete. It did not do 
eo because it does not believe the time 
has come for such legislation. What it 
asked for and got was a law covering 
to use the language of the law—*“ spe- 
cially dangerous employments, in which 
from the nature, conditions and means 
of prosecution of the work therein, ex- 
traordinary risks to life and limb of the 
employ6é engaged therein are imherent, 
necessary, or substantially unavoidable.” 
Among the employments specified as 
extra hazardous by the law are the man- 
ufacture and transportation of expioc- 
sives; mining where explosives. are use4 
in large quantities; the erection and 
wrecking of buildings; the smelting of 
iron, electrical work, and énterprises in 
which statutory regulations are now or 
may hereafter be imposed for the guard- 


ying, using, or placing of machinery. Com- 


pare the risks run by the men who are 
in these employments with those run by 
the ordinary worker, and you will find 
the justification of a law which is at- 
tacked because it does not “treat all 
interests alike.” All interests are not 
alike.

of marriages. The grounds are al- 
most identical with those of the 
canon law of the Roman Catholic church. 

It is for reasons of this character the Ital 
lan courts at Rome have just pronounced 
null and void the marriage contracted just 
two years ago by Princess lamminia Odes- 
calchi, one of the most famous beauties of 
the Eternal City, to Don Gloacchino Ruffo, 
Prince of Sant’ Antimo, of the great princely 
and ducal Sicillan house of Ruffo, founded 
by that Serio Ruffo who was grand marshal 
of the kingdom of Sicily in the thirteenth 
century. 

The marriage took place with great state 
in the celebrated chapel of Pope Pius XI. in 
the Odescalchi palace at Rome, on the square 
of the Apastles. 

The prince is @ handsome man, and after 
the young couple had proceeded to the vat- 
ican and received the blessing of the pope 
they went to Paris for the first stages of 
their honeymoon, Three days later the bride 
returned to Rome, and not long afterward 
instituted: the proceedings before the canon- 
ical court of the vatican and before the judi- 
cial tribunale of the government for the an- 
nulment of her mafriage, which has now 
been granted, 

The decree authorizes her to resume her 
maiden name, and it is under the latter she 
is to contract another marriage with a young 
Roman patrician widower, who lost his own 
wife last year in child birth. 

The affair has created a great sensation, 
not only throughout Italy, but also in Aus- 
tria and Hungary, where the Odescalchis 
form part and parcel of the old aristocracy. 
The princess’ brother is eighth Prince of 
Odescalchi of the Holy Roman empire, is 
Duke of Syrmia in the Austro-Hungarian 
empire, magnate (that is to say, a peer) of 
the kingdom of Hungary, and a grandee of 
the first class of the kingdom of Spain. The 
Odescalchis have furnished several popes 
to the church of Rome. 


' — 

King George has appointed the Duke of 
Northumberland to be the lord high steward 
of England for his coronation, and ag such 
he will walk next before the sovereign in 
the procession into the abbey and will bear 
the crown of St. Edward. 

The lord high stewardship of England is 
the highest office in the realm, and dates 
back to a period prior to the reign of Edward 
the Confessor. Formerly it was permanent, 
ranking next in authority to the sovereign. 
But monarchs finally came to the conclusion 
it was dangerous to intrust so much power 
to a subject, and inaugurated the system of 
appointing lord high stewards for some spe- 
clal purpose, such as coronations, or presid- 


ing in the house of lords when sitting to try 


charges of treason or felony against any of 
its members. 

The last occasion of anything of the kind 
was when some years ago the present Far} 
Russell was tried by his fellow peers for the 
felony of bigamy, on which occasion the 
Bari of Halsbury, the then lord chancellor of 
the realm, was specially appointed as lord 
high steward oft England to preside over the 
proceedings. 

The first lord high steward specially cre- 
ated for purposes of trials by the house of 
lords wae Edward Earl of Devon, when he 
received the white wand of office as such, 
for the trial of John Holland, Earl of Hunt- 
ingdon in the reign of Henry IV. 


In olden times the lord high steward de- 
termined the claims of those with prefen- 
sions to perform services of different kinds 
at the coronations, some of these services 
being associated with the tenure of their 
respective estates. But already, by the time 
Queen Elizabeth came to the throne, these 
duties had been transferred to a committee 
of the privy council, sitting as a court of 
claims, in the place of the lord high steward. 

Queen Elizabeth, indeed, was so afraid of 
the lord high steward, whom she was com- 
pelled to nominate for her coronation, mak- 
ing undue use of his prerogative as such 
that in making out the commission to Henry 
Karl of Arundel, which, still in existence, 
bears the date of Jan. 12, 1559, she caused 
it to be stipulated therein that the term of 
his office should last only from the rising 
of the sun on Jan, 15 (the date of the corona- 
tion) to the setting of the sun/’ . 

The lord high steward is entitled to the 
prefix “ your grace,“ by virtue of his office, 
and outranks all the great officers of state 
and peers of the realm, including the premier 
peer and early marshal. The latter is the 
Duke of Norfolk.

Gen. Goiran, the new French minister of 
war, is a veteran of the conflict of 1870, and 
Was wounded and taken prisoner at the bat- 
tle of Sedan. He has a brother, whois one 
of the commanding generals of the Italian 
army. It seems that when Nice was sur- 
rendered by Italy to France, nearly fifty 
years ago, the Goiran family were among its 
inhabitants, and, along with their fellow 
citizens, were left free to choose whether 
they would become Frénechmen or retain 
their Italian nationality. 

Even young lads were left free to choose, 
and thus it happened that one of the Goiran 
boys resolved to become a Frenchman, and 
entering the French army has risen to be a 
French general and French minister of war, 
while the other, remaining an Italian, en- 
tered the Italian arthy and rose to the rank 
of general. 

Fortunately the relations between Italy 
and France are now so amicable that this 
relationship is productive of no embarrass 
ment. But some years ago, especially when 
Crispi was still alive and Italian premier, 
and when his policy towards France was 80 
aggressive as frequently to bring the two 
nations to the vergé of war, popular senti- 
ment in France would not have permitted 
the appointment of the French Gen. Goiran 
to the office of minister of war at Paris. 

A son of the latter ie now French consul 
in New York. I may add that there is no 
truth in the story circulated in some of the 
Paris papers to the effect that the genera] 
was an intimate friend of the notorious Mme. 
Steinheil, and a frequenter of her salon. It 
is @ purely gratuitous accusation, for the 
genera] has never met the woman.

ago. 

Lord Hamilton is descended from that Sir 
James Hamilton of Cadzow, who is likewise 
the founder of the families of the Dukes ot 
Hamilton and of Abercorn. Lord Hamilton’s 
branch was known originally as the Hamii- 
tons of Orbiston, and John Hamilton of Or- 
biston accompanied Mary Queen of Scots to 
the battle of Lantside, where he was killed, 

The estates passed to his son and name- 
sake, but were confiscated by the Regent 


| Murray on account of his loyalty to Queen 


Mary. He married the daughter of Robert 
Dalzell, ancestor of the Earls of Carnwath. 
His eldest son, Sir John Hamilton, Lord 
Justice Clerk of Scotland, succeeded to the 
Orbiston estate. 

The Lord Justice Clerk’s younger brother 
succeeded to his mother’s property of Dal- 
rell in Lanarkshire. And that is why Dal 
zell and the whole of the Dalsell estates be- 
long today to the Hamiltons, instead of to 
the Dalzels, whose family ie headed by the

RAIN ON RETURN TRIP. 


Heavy Roads Cause Severe Pen- 
alties to Many Cars, One 
Failing to Finish, 8

Motorists of the Chicago Athletic associa- 
tion came back” yesterday and were re- 
turned winners of the fourth annual inter- 
club team match between amateur drivers 
of the Cherry Circle and the Chicago Auto- 
mobile club. The victory was the third 
scored by the C. A. A. in the interclub series 
and the count now stands 3 to 1 in its favor. 
In the run just ended the C. A. A. was pen- 
alized 404.768 points, while the C. A. C. 
drew 685. 

The run, like the one of a year ago, was a 
two days affair. It began Thursday morning 
when the thirty-five contestants started for 
Janesville, Wis. The tourists remained in 
the Wisconsin city and returned to Chicago 
yesterday afternoon after one of the most 
strenuous trips ever experienced in the inter- 
club matches.

Of the thirty-five drivers who 
took part in the run, fourteen came through 
without penalization, either for being late at 
controls or for work done on their machines 
during the round trip of over 250 miles.

Pioneer of Local Fleet Starter 
in the Michigan City 
Classic Today. 
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ENDS CAREER OF 15 YEARS 


Owner Porter Will Retire Yacht 
to Mackinae After Columbia 
Club’s Event.

Vixen, according to Webster, means a 
cross, ill tempered woman or an il] tempered, 
quarrelsome man, but Fred D. Porter of the 
Columbia Yacht club connects the word with 
a yacht which bas been sailing the lake for 
the last fifteen years, and no one ever has 
accused the craft of being cross, ill tempered, 
or quarrelsome. In fact, it has been a most 
consitent actor in races. 

Fifteen years ago Vixen went into commis- 
sion. For fourteen years it has taken part 
in the annual cruise of the Columbia Yacht 
club to Michigan City, and today it again will 
be a competitor in the annua! event. This 
will wind up-ite career, if one may call ita 
career, in the waters of this port. When the 
race is finished Mr. Porter will retire the 
thirty foot cruiser to the snows of Mackinac 
for the remainder of its days. 


History of Boat Interesting. 

Vixen has a history that is worth repeating.

Oxnard Says Trust Was Beaten in Its

Washington, D. C., June 16.—The story of 
the birth of the beet sugar industry in Amer- 
lea and how the Oxnard brothers were en- 
riched by mote than $500,000 profit through 
séiling their cane sugar refinery in Brooklyn 
to the first sugar trust in 1887 were the 
features in the testimony that Henry T. Ox- 
nard gave today to the house investigating 
committee. 

Of the American Beet Sugar company he 
said the Oxnard brothers at ohe time owned 
60 per cent, but now possess only 3 per cent. 
He would not admit this stock was watered, 
testifying that the valuation of the property 
Was about $12,000,000, while the preferred 
stock today was worth about $5,000,000 and 
the common about $7,500,000. He was un- 
able to tell why the capitalization was fixed 
at $20,000,000, saying that that was the 
“ banker business.“ 

The telations of the beet sugar industry 
particularly the American Beet Sugar com- 
pany with the American Sugar Refining — 
pany was th® subject of many questions. 
Representative Madison asked Mr. Oxnard

At Lexington the visitors were met by a 
dot ail of the Minute Men, under the command 
of Maj. Alfred Pierce. Chaplain Samuel 


Knowles recited the history of the battles — 


on April 19, 1776, to the members of the 
party, who left the machines and gathered 
around him to listen.

Then the procession moved on to Concord, 
passing the scene of Paul Revere's capture. 
At Concord bridge O. G. Seeley gave a little 
talk on the fight which took place at that 
spot. 

The Chicago men also visited the houses 
where Emerson, Hawthorne, and Louisa 
Alcott lived. They had luncheon at the 
Country club. Hugh Baficroft presided and 
the princtpal speakers were Charles W. Folda, 
Howard Eltinge, and J; C. Claire of the Illi-. 
nois Centra) railroad. 


WIN GREAT WESTERN OVER; 
STARTS FAST FREIGHT LINE. 


in Fight Hold Slow 
Trains Discriminate Against Chi- 
cago Market. 


Chicago commission merchants and frute 
dealers won their first victory yesterday in 
their fight against the policy of the railroads 
in lengthening freight train schedules be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis, Omaha, MI 
waukee, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth, and 
other western cities. Officials of the Great 
Western railway announced that the third 
morning delivery, which superseded the sec~ 
ond morning delivery in March, will be aban- 
doned and faster schedules will be put inte 
effect within a few days. | 

The recession of the Great Western is 
looked upon by the shippers as the opening 
wedge which will force the Alton, St. Paul, 
Northwestern, and Burlington roads to re- 
store the old faster service. In the announce- 
ment of the Great Western that the longer 
schedule has not proved practical,“ the 
shippers believe lies a concession that their 
plan to practically boycott the roads which 
declined to make a second morning delivery 
has, been successful. 

The tailroade announced the lengthening of 
schedules as a step in the direction of econd- 
my. But it camé just after the interstate 
commerce commission had denied the roads 
an advance in rates, and the shippers regard 
ed the move as a method of retaliation for 
protests against higher rates which wete 
filled by the latter. Ag the schedules from 
points farther away from western cities than 
Chicago were not changed, the commission 
merchants immediately lodged a strenuous 
protest against the move on the grounds bt 
discrimination against the Chicago market 

They lodged their complaint with the traf- 
fic officials of the roads, and deciared if this 
method were not successful they would ta 
the is#ue before the Interstate commerde 
commission. It was the claim of the me- 
chants that the slower delivery left them 
with large quantities of fruits and vegetabi 
on their hands, while other cities, — 
better transportation facilities, were able fo 
“beat” them to outside markets.
